Nixon's emissary, Gen. Alexan- 
der M. Haig Jr., is returning to 
Saigon for another meeting 
with President Nguyen Van 
Thieu. 


Haig conferred with Thleu 


Tuesday and Wednesday, then 
moved on to Cambodia, Laos 
and Thailand to brief the gov- 
ernments there. He had been 
expected to return to Washing- 
ton today, but the While House 
said he would return to Saigon. 


The United States and North 


Vietnam announced Thursday 
that Kissinger and Tho will re- 
sume negotiations in Paris "for 
the purpose of completing the 
text of an agreement" to end 
more than a decade of war. 


The wording of the joint an- 


nouncement and Lam's state- 
ments indicated that tentative 
agreement had been reached on 
the major points, including a 
cease-fire and the return of 


Postmaster General E. T. 


Klassen announced Thursday 
that postal revenues, fees and

U. S. Postal Service provided 84 
per cent of total costs.

nors since the Postal Service 
was created July 1,1971, with a 
mandate to be self-sustaining 
by 1984.

Free textbook bill sails 
through House and Senate 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


administration's bill to author- 
ize free textbooks and instruc- 
tional materials for the upper 
four grades of the 
public 


schools sailed 
through 
the 


House and Senate Thursday. 


The two chambers 
passed 


identical measures and now 
each must consider the other's 
bill. The vote in the House was 
88.5. In the Senate, there was 28- 
3 approval. 


The bill is enabling legisla- 


tion and not the $7.5 million ap- 
propriation Gov. Dale Bumpers 
seeks to pay for the program. 
Arkansas already provides free 
textbooks for the first eight 
grades of public schools, but 
not grades nine through 12. 


Under the proposal, the state 


would provide the books on sub- 
jects required for graduation. It 
would provide such instruc- 
tional materials as workbooks 
and audio-visual aids, but not 
such items as paper and pencil. 


There were arguments in 


both houses that the state 
should provide the textbooks 
because many pupils could not 
now afford them. 


'It will help those who need 


help," said Rep. Wayne Hamp- 
ton of Stuttgart. Rep. W.H. 
Townsend of Little Rock said 
textbooks were an educational 
tool the state should provide. 


Sen. J. K. "Mutt" Gibson of 


Dennett contended, however, 
that "if they want textbooks 
bad enough, they can make 
scarifices to buy them. These 
free textbooks are not good for 
education. 
Education 
was 


meant to be competitive." 


Gibson seemed angry and 


voiced strong opposition to the 
bill when Sen. Bob Douglas of 
Texarkana, sponsor 
of 
the 


measure in the Senate, refused 
to amend the bill to require the 
state to purchase textbooks for 
pupils in private schpols as well 
as public schools. 


"If we adopt this bill, we will 


be penalizing those children 
who have chosen to get an edu- 
cation in private school;;," Gib- 
son said. "We're living in a 
time of plenty and if we can 
afford to give free textbooks in 


the public schools, I think we 
can afford to give them to chil- 
dren in private schools." 


Rep. Paul Van Dalsem of 


Perryville argued in the house 
that the money that would be 
required to support the pro- 
gram could better be spent on 
education 
in 
other 
areas. 


Bumpers has said that in addi- 
tion to the initial $7.5 million in- 
vestment, another $1.5 million 


would be needed annually to 
maintain the vrograrn. 


Rep. Kenneth Camp, superin- 


tendent of schools at Brook- 
land, said he had "serious res- 
ervations" about the education- 
al priority Bumpers gave the 
textbook program because he, 
too, felt the money could be 
used to better advantage else- 
where. But Camp said he was 
supporting the bill.

funds fell below $10 million an- 


nually. Brandon said this provi- 
sion was an "escape clause." 


Brandon has estimated thai 


his proposal would produce a 
road building program of $30 
million annually. 


Gov. Dale Bumpers has said 


that Brandon's plan has merit 
but he stopped short of endors- 
ing the measure.

FAIRFIKLD, Calif. (AP) -- 


'Hie holdout juror who cast the 
final guilty vote says she still 
has doubts and thinks Juan Co- 
rona — convicted of murdering 
25 men — deserves another 
trial. The jury foreman says 
the first ballot taken was 7 to 5 
for acquittal. 


Corona, a 38-year-old farm la- 


bor contractor, was found guil- 
ty Thursday of 25 counts of 
first-degree murder. The jury 
of 10 men 
and two women 


reached 
the verdict after 46 


hours of deliberation stretched 
over eight days. 


Corona was accused of killing 


25 transient 
farm 
workers 


whose hacked and stubbed bod- 
ies were discovered in 1971 in 
makeshift orchard graves 100 


miles northeast of San Fran- 
cisco along the banks of the 
Feather River. 


It was the biggest mass mur- 


der charge in the nation's lus- 
toi \ The trial lasted 14 weeks. 


Corona's attorney, Richard 


Hawk, immediately moved for 
a new trial, and a hearing on 
his motion was scheduled Jan 
2!) 


Judge Richard K. Patton de- 


layed sentencing until after the 
hearing. Under California law, 
Corona could receive a max- 
imum 
sentence of 
25 con- 


secutive lift 
1 terms. 


The 12 jurors each individ- 


ually affirmed the guilty ver- 
dicts in a dramatic conclusion 
In Ilif four-month trial. The 
separate reading, affirmation

28 minutes in the crowded, 
hushed courtroom.

Inauguration security forces 
move in on Washington area

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


About 2,000 military reinforce- 
ments have been called in as a 
precautionary measure, but the 
administration says it doesn't 
expect violence from antiwar 
demonstrators during President 
Nixon's inauguration Saturday. 


A spokesman for the Justice 


Department, which has been 
coordinating security activities 
for the agencies involved as 
well as the D.C. Police, said 
Thursday: "The threat of dis- 
order and violence in 1969 was 
much greater than this one." 


Nevertheless, riot-trained Ma- 


rines 
from 
Camp 
Lejeune, 


N.C., and Army paratroopers 
and military police from Ft. 
Bragg, N.C., and Ft. Meade, 
Md., are moving into the Wash- 
ington area to buttress some 8,- 
000 police and National Guards- 
men already assigned to street 
security. 


"The only thing we're con- 


cerned about is the potential 
for violence," said the Justice 
Department spokesman. "We 


don't see any. We're taking 
people at their word that there 
will be only peaceful demon- 
strations." 


Organizers of the largest an- 


tiwar 
demonstration, 
the 


"March Against Death," pre- 
dict a crowd of up to 50,000 will 
assemble at the Lincoln Me- 
morial and march to the Wash- 
ington Monument grounds for a 
rally about noon Saturday, at 
the same time as Nixon's in- 
auguration at Capitol Hill and 
parade to the White House. The 
routes do not cross!

abbreviated legislative session 
was scheduled today as legisla- 
tors prepared to head home for 
the weekend.

Thursday, however, with the 
Senate approving the adminis- 
tration's bill to provide state in- 
come tax relief for persons 
with low income and a new 
minimum wage law and the 
House defeating a bill that 
would reform the state's bail 
bond law. 


The income tax bill, approved 


on a vote of 33-0 with no debate 
is one of several income tax re- 
lief bills pending in the legisla- 
ture, but the only one supported 
by Gov. Dale Bumpers. It now 
goes to the House for consider- 
ation. 


The measure, sponsored by 


Sen. Knox Nelson of Pine Bluff, 
would exempt from the tax per- 
sons in the following cate- 
gories: 


—A single person whose 


gross income does not exceed 
$3,000. 


—A married couple with no 


dependent children and a gross 
income not exceeding $4,000. 


—A married couple with one 


dependent child and a gross in- 
. come not exceeding $4,500. 


—A married couple with two 


or more dependent children and 
a gross income not exceeding 
$5,00p. 


Nelson said the bill would 


cause the state to lose about $1 
million annually in income but 
actually would save the state 
money because it cost more to 
process the income tax return 
of those persons affected than 
was collected. 


The minimum wage law, 


which already has been passed 
by the House and now goes to 
the governor, woyjd increase

Rep. Rudy Moore of Spring- 


dale, a supporter of the meas- 
ure, kept the bill alive for an- 
other possible vote when he 
gave notice that he might seek 
reconsideration. 


Opposition came from repre- 


sentatives who. said the bail re- 
form would free murderers, 
kidnapers and rapists while 
they were awaiting trial. 


The bail reform bill would re- 


quire a judge to release a crim- 
inal defendant on his own rec- 
ognizance unless the judge de- 
cides that he could not be 
trusted. The judge could im- 
pose certain conditions on 
freeing a defendant without 
money bail. A judge, for in- 
stance, could place restrictions 
on a defendants travel and as- 
sociations and could put him in 
the custody of a person or or- 
ganization agreeing to super- 
vise him. 


The purpose of the proposal 


is to, revise bail practices so 
that ; persons, -regardless of 
their financialAstatus, will not 
be detained in jail needlessly. 
Rep. Art Givens of Sherwood, a 
lawyer, said current bail prac- 
tices discriminated against the 
poor because they cannot raise 
the funds for their bond. 


The Senate passed a bill that 


would permit a school district 
to operate on a quarterly basis 
instead of the current two se- 
mester term that lasts nine 
months. 


The measure, sponsored by 


Sen. Morrejl Gathright of Pine 
Bluff, passed on a vote of 31-0. 


Gathright said the bill did not 


require school districts to adopt 
the new system but would leave 
the decision up to each district. 
He said the bill would make 
proper adjustments in state 
turnback furNjs to aJJow school 
districts to operate either way. 


"Districts could operate with 


two 4^-month semesters or 
with four 3-mjpnth-semesters," 
Gathright said.

that auditors said were placed 
in the fund had to be channeled 
through the fund because the 
checks had been written as 
payable to it. However, he said 
the money was in a $100,000 
certificate of deposit and was 
^available for application to cap- 


ital additions to the athletic de- 
partment, as auditors said it 
should be. 


"The checks came payable to 


the Razorback Fund," Carney 
said. "We couldn't send them 
all back and ask them to write 
another one."

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In Sylvester's game the stakes are high

MEMPHIS, Tenn.(AP)-At 


age 21, Christian Brothers Col- 
lege basketball player Dean 
Sylvester is playing a "game" 
that even the wildest bookies 
won't issue odds on. 


In Sylvester's game, 
the 


slakes are high. 


To win means to live. 
To lose is to die. 
Sylvester, a handsome, artic- 


ulate senior, has Hodgkin's dis- 
ease, a form of cancer. He has 
fought it since July 1971, but 
his situation has gradually wor- 
sened. He is now in stage four, 
considered the terminal siage. 


Still, Sylvester refuses to for- 


feit the game. He speaks of his 
illness in the past tense: "I'm 
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sure I'm the only l^skelball 
player in the country who has 
had cancer." 


He was working in a meal 


packing plant in his home town 
of Municc, Ind., two summers 
back. A nagging cough devel- 
oped. He went to a doctor for a 
checkup. The next day they op- 
erated on him. Two days later 
he was a patient at Roswell 
Park Memorial Hospital in Buf- 
falo, N.Y., a cancer research 
hospital. 


"When my mother, who runs 


a nursing home, came in with 
the doctor's report, she told me 
I had Hodgkin's disease," Sy! 
vester recalls. "Until that day, 
I had never heard those two 
words. I didn't know if it were 
something like a common cold 
or more serious. 


"I asked my mother what it 


was and she said the doctor 
would explain it to me. She 
evaded me. I was scared." 


Dean Sylvester was then 19. 


Ahead lay his junior year at 
CBC, perhaps a chance to be- 
come a starting forward. Far- 
ther ahead lay a degree in 
mathematics, graduate school, 
the business world. 


All that changed in 72 hours. 
At Buffalo he was diagnosed 


at stage two. A 102-dcgrec fe- 
ver baked him for 15 days. 
Then 30 straight days of radi- 
ation. He was termed "criti- 
cal." Complications set in fol- 
lowing a liver biopsy and "that 
was when I experienced the 
lowest mental attitude I ever 
had," says the soft-spoken 
youngster. 


In immense pain, he felt one 


night he would die before day- 
break. 


"I kind of made a promise to 


myself," he relates, "that if I 
died lhal night, I could accept 
it because it would relieve the 
pain. 


"But if I made it through the 


night, I would give everything I 
had to beat it." 


Dean Sylvester survived the 


night. 


"This was one place where 


athletics really helped me," he 
recalls. "I decided to make a 
game out of it, but this time 
the stakes were different. Vic- 
tory meant life. To lose meant 
death." 


All games have rules, so Syl- 


vester set down his own rules. 


"One, I would never com- 


plain. Two, I would have a 
cheerful attitude at all times. 
Three, I would become a leader 
and would set an example for 
the other patients. Four, I 
would follow all doctors' orders 
willfully and explicitly." 


He returned to CBC Aug. 31, 


1971. He attended classes, ran, 
lifted weights and practiced 
basketball with his teammates, 
knowing all along he would 
have to return to Buffalo in 30 
days to have 
his spleen^ 


removed. 


"Those two days of waiting 


for that operation resembled a 
condemned prisoner waiting for 
his execution," Sylvester 
states. 


In six weeks, Dean Sylvester 


was back with his teammates 
in practice sessions. Perhaps 
inspired by his battle in a big- 
ger game, CBC went 15-6. 


"I even helped them win a 


game," Sylvester beamed. "It 
was against 
UT-Martin up 


there. We fell behind nine or 10 
points real quick. Coach Bob 
Stephenson put me in. In five 
minutes, I scored five points, 
had a couple of assists and a 
couple of rebounds. After five 
minutes, I had no stamina left 
and had to come out. 


CBC rallied to win the game. 
But a call from Buffalo inter- 


rupted his season and he had to

A 
tumor in his lung was also dis- 
covered. 
Chemo-therapy 


treatments followed, including 
a painful set of 12 shots in six 
months of various strong drugs. 


Dean Sylvester had reached 


stage four. 


The first shot was nau- 


seating. It upset him mentally. 


"My attitude was, is it worth 


it? I knew I was going to have 
to go through a bunch of stuff 
again. I asked the doctor if I 
decided 
not 
to 
take 
the 


treatments, how long would I 
.have," said Sylvester. "He said 
from one to three months. 


"I explained this to my par- 


ents. Then I told myself that 
even though it was painful, it 
wouldn't be fair to them (his 
parents) to give up. 


"So I reverted to my old 


game plan. I took all 12 shots." 


After the fourth shot, the lung 


tumor was gone. After the 12th 


shot, 
he 
went 
on 
weekly 


maintenance shots. It was after 
the fourth of these that Syl- 
vester, now back in CBC for 
the fall semester, noticed an- 
other node in the same place. 
Following Christmas, he re- 
turned to Buffalo—his 21st trip 
back—for 
still 
more 


treatments. 


He returned to CBC and to 


the basketball court this week. 


"My function for this team is 


to be a team leader," he said. 
"1 talk in team meetings. We 
have a lot of freshmen on this 
team. I talk with them, tell 
them they are mature enough 
to play. My main purpose be- 
fore each game is to get them 
up, to try to smile, be happy 
and emotional. I feel the places 
I can help are in morale and 
leadership." 


When the 
Bucs practice, 


when Sylvester gets into the 


games, he always gives nothing 
less than 100 per cent. 


"I go as long as I can," he 


said. "Then I come out and 
rest. When I feel rested, I go 
back in. I can tell I'm growing 
stronger. I visualize the day of 
total recovery. There are many- 
stage four people around." 


Not any playing college bas- 


ketball. 


Five years ago, had Sylvester 


contracted Hodgkin's disease, 


he would almost certainly have 
died in a couple of years. Five 
years from now, the doctors 
tell him, the disease will be 
conquered. 


"I'm sort of like being in pur- 


gatory," he says of his position. 
"But I look at it this way. A lot 
of people were guinea pigs for 
them to get the knowledge to 
help me today. I'm now a 
guinea pig to help them learn 
even more."

Boils start with skin break

causes boils, and how do you 
keep someone from getting 
them'.' 1 have three children, 
ages a, 14. and 16 and re- 
eently they seemed to get rid 
ot one boil and another one 
took its place, especially in 
the older two. They are other- 
wise in excellent health, but 
this is a most annoying prob- 
lem, and 
I am sure they 


hurt. 
Dear Ut-atler --- A boil, or ab- 
scess, often starts with a 
break in the skin or around 
the base of a hair follicle. It 
is an infection with the same 


bacteria that are normally 
present over the surface ot 
the skin, but usually are un- 
able lo break the superficial 
skin barrier and set up the 
infection. The germs cause 
the localized inflammation, 
and the body defenses rush 
to wall off the area of infec- 
tion. During Ihis stage of the 
abscess, it is red and there 
is no localized area of infec- 
tion. The red induration is 
the body's reaction to the 
invasion by germs. 


As soon as the defense 


mechanism 
is effective, 
it 


will literally wall off the 
pocket of infection, and then 
as Hie infected tissue under- 
goes necrosis, pus is formed 
It forms the yellow center.

Inauguration

As usual, the people offering 


the prayers at the launching of 
President Nixon's second term 
Saturday include a Protestant, 
a Roman Catholic, a Jew and 
an Eastern Orthodox church- 
man. 


It is standard procedure to 


enlist this variegated spiritual 
spectrum to ask Divine bless- 
ings on the occasion, a part of 
the oft-<;ited "civil religion" 
that marks the American heri- 
tage. 


Also reflecting that tradition, 


the president takes his oath of 
office on a Bible. 


The religious clement forms 


a steady thread throughout the 
inaugural ceremonies and, in a 
sease, sets the framework in 
which the rest of the ritual is 
carried out, expressing an urge 
for Divine sanction of It. 


Through such subtle, un- 


codified symbols, the United 
States vests its president with 
its modified version of the an- 
cipnl 
"Divine authority of 


kings," despite the nation's 
constitutional 
separation 
of 


state from church. 


However, it is no established 


institution, no single church nor 
even a uniform faith that in- 
vokes God's guidance for the 
chief authority of the people 
but rather a mixed religious 
corps typifying the country's 
makeup. 


It reflects that intangible 


"culture religion" that has fig- 
ured indirectly but fundamen- 
tally in the nation's history

fered by a black clergyman, 
the Rev. E. V. Hill, pastor of 
Mount Zion Baptist Missionary 
Church in Ix)s Angeles.

Some church scholars have 


been critical of the country's 
"civil religion," saying it often 
becomes a kind of idolatry, 
equating God with the "Ameri- 
can way of life" and a cult of 
the flag. 
"R is a watered-down ar- 
ticle," says United Church 
theologian Stephen Rose of 
Stockhridge, Mass. "It is the 
sort of faith which purports to 
be Christian but really would 
choose 
Americanism 
and 


middle-class self-interest." 


The Rev. Dr. Eric Lincoln of 


Union Theological 
Seminary 


says it has become a "third 
force" alongside Christianity 
and Judaism. "It is the semi- 
secular, unofficial character- 
istic religion that most Ameri- 
cans feel when they feel any- 
thing at all," he says.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pat 


Nixoh said her husband was 
"working as usual" oil peace, 
"praying as well as working." 


Henry Kissinger said the 


Vietnam peace negotiations are 
going "all right." 


And Kissinger's mother said 


the extra pounds her son has 
gained while in Washington are 
considerable, but how much is 
"a military secret." 


Mrs. Nixon and the Kissin- 


gers were among the more no- 
table VIPs at Thursday night's 
"salute to the states," the first 
in a series of concerts built 
around President Nixon's sec- 
ond inauguration. The salute 
honored the states and their 
governors. 


Nixon, flying back from Flor- 


ida, missed the show. 


The guests—4,900 were in- 


vited—began arriving at the 
John F. Kennedy Center for the 
Performing Arts an hour and a 
half before the 9 o'clock black- 
tie event. Long, black lim- 
ousines stretched for blocks 
while cases of champagne were 
being carried into the lobbies. 


Most of the women wore long 


dresses. Many wore furs on a 
mild winter night. 


Kissinger arrived with his 


parents, Mr. and Mrs. Louis 
Kissinger of New York, and one 
of his frequent companions, 
Nancy McGinnis. Kissinger and 
his date whispered and laughed 
throughout the three-hour per- 
formance. 


Well-wishers gathered around 


Alabama Gov. George C. Wal- 
lace who arrived in a wheel- 
chair, accompanied by his wife, 
Cornelia, and his mother-in- 
law, Ruby Austin. 


"Yes, I'm just hot to rattle," 


laughed Mrs. Austin when 
asked if she planned to attend 
an inaugural ball. 


Just before show time Mrs. 


Nixon arrived, attired in a long 
pink brocade dress. She was 
accompanied by her younger 
daughter, Julie Eisenhower, 


who was decked out in emeraldr 


green velvet. 


Because no one room could 


hold everyone, separate shows 
were held in the Kennedy Cen- 
ter's Concert Hall and Opera 
House—with performers switch- 
ing places at intermission. 


And, so the guests could get a 


glimpse of Mrs. Nixon and Vice 
President and Mrs. Spiro T. 
Agnew, they switched places, 
too. That meant that they had 
to listen to the same ^kes 
twice. 


Of the 43 governors who ac- 


cepted invitations, 34 showed. 
Massachusetts Gov. Francis 
Sargent joked that he was 


keeping a low profile—"Shhh, 
don't say where I'm from"—be- 
cause his state was the only 
one that didn't throw its elec- 
toral votes to Nixon and Ag- 
new. 


Tickets, priced from $25 to 


$100 were sold out. Among the 
administration folk who bought 
them were John Ehrlichman 
and H. R. Haldeman of the 
White House heirarchy, secre- 
tary of State William P. Ro- 
gers, Cabinet appointee Anne 
Armstrong, escorted by newly 
appointed U.N. Ambassador-

Police searching 
for murder motive 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Po- 


lice are searching for a motive 
for the execution-type slayings 
of seven persons, including five 
children, in an expensive home 
that is headquarters for a Mus- 
lim religious sect. 


Milwaukee Bucks basketball 


star Kareem Abdul Jabbar, 
who bought the house and do- 
nated it to the Hanafi Muslims, 
said of the crime: "I can think 
of only crazy people, lunatics 
who would do it." Jabbar was 
known as Lew Alcindor when 
he starred at UCLA. ^ 


Jabbar, a member of the 


sect, was in Milwaukee when 
the slayings occurred about 4 
p.m. Thursday in an area 
where many of Washington's 
wealthiest black families live. 
All the victims were black and 
ranged in age from infancy to 
30 years, police said. 


Police said they were looking 


for four black men seen by wit- 
nesses running from the rear 
door of the home, and police in- 
telligence sources indicated as 
many as eight men may have 
participated in the killings. 


A police spokesman said it 


was "definitely an execution." 


Police said they were having 


trouble identifying the victims. 
Two women who were found 
shot in the head, but alive, in- 
side the house were identified 
as Bibi Khaalis and Almina 
Khaalis, both about 20. 


Bibi Khaalis was reported in 


critical condition and Almina 
Khaalis in fair condition. North 
Carolina civil-rights leader Dr. 
Reginald Hawkins, who was a 
Democratic candidate for gov- 
ernor in 1964 and 1968, was 
quoted as saying Bibi Khaalis 
was his daughter and that the 
three children originally report- 
ed found in a bathtub were 
hers. 


Police said they could not 


confirm these identifications. 


Police also declined to con- 


firm the report that three chil- 
dren were drowned and refused 
to say how any of the victims 
were slain. They declined to 
comment on initial reports that 
the bodies were mutilated. 


Police Lt. Joseph O'Brien 


said the killings were dis- 
covered about 4:30 p.m. when 
an occupant of the home ar- 
rived from a shopping tour.

Everybody understands terrorism

PHU ANH HOA VILLAGE, 


Vietnam—(NBA)—For much 
of his short but long-suffer- 
ing life, 15-year-old Ngo Van 
Trong didn't really k n o w 
who was right or wrong in 
the bitter war between his 
countrymen. 


Now he thinks he at least 


knows who's wrong. 


The other night the boy 


and his younger sister were 
shaken from their beds by 
the thunder of a Viet Cong 
rocket attack. The pair of 
them huddled for security 
throughout nearly an hour of 
terrible bombardment. Then, 
when the barrage lifted, the 
sister panicked and ran out- 
side to seek better cover. 
Ngo yelled for her to stop. 
But it was too 1 a t e. He 
watched as she shuddered, 
staggered and fell dead to 
the ground in a savage hail 
of guerrilla gunfire, 


"She was 12," Ngo says 


sadly. 
He helped dig her graven 
"VC." he says, "1 hate 


VC." 
There h a v e been many 
people in this endless South- 
east Asian conflict who have 
sided with the government 
for just the same reason as 
>Ngo van Trong, The politics

Perhaps out of incom- 
prehension. But the fact is. 
tor those who can stomach 
more facts on this mayhem, 
the Viet Cong leach lessons

tematically m u r d e r e d 557 
people, wounded 1,150 others 
and abducted at least 1.269 
helpless, i n n o c e n t men., 
women and children.

But the statistical relief is 


not of much comfort to the 
people still under the guer- 
rilla gun here. Ten assassi- 
nations a day, though down 
from previous year's figures, 
is hardly cause for joy. 


The other day in the Delta, 


the father of six children 
was shot in the head in front 
of his wife. Two teachers in 
Song Thuan village w e r e 
killed recently w h e n they 
stepped on a roadmine out- 
side their school A hamlet 
chief in the north was hav- 
ing a small party the other 
night when a hand grenade 
interrupted to kill t h r e e 
guests. A few days later, live 
bystanders were killed and 
63 others injured when a 
plastic charge exploded un- 
der a stage show they were 
watching in the Buu Son Dis- 
trict. And the carnage goes 
on and on. 


And it's not just the biood- 


shed that boggles the mind 
here. Sometimes, the cruel- 
est terrorist is the one who 
doesn't kill. Nearly 100 civil- 
ians -are 
kidnaped 
every 


day. Like 15-year-old Nam 
Nhut Xuyen oi P.buoy vil- 
lage, or 73-year-old Nguyen 
Muc of the distinct of Puy 


Xuyen. Some of these people, 
officials say, manage to es- 
cape and return home. Many 
of them are just lost for- 
ever. 
"I have a friend," says a 


Delta rice merchant, "who 
had two daughters abducted 
by the VC. He gave up his 
business to go look for them. 
He^was able to find one, in 
Cambodia, and brought her 
back on his bicycle. But he 
never found the other. He 
heard she \\as made into a 
pack animal for the guerril- 
las and was subjected to in- 
decencies. He pined away 
for some time. Then he com- 
mitted suicide." 


So it goes, this war within 


a war here The government, 
lor its part, has beefed up its 
national police to 114.000. 
and placed officers in some 
2,000 ot the nation's 2.225 vil- 
lages. And perhaps it has 
helped. But not really thai 
much Ask young Ngo Van 
Trong

Rumor Center closes 


SEATTLE 
(AP) — 
The 


Seattle Rumor Center is clos- 
ing. It has run out of rumors. 


The Rev. Everett J. Jensen, 


president of the four-year-old 
center, called a news confer- 
ence for today to announce the 
decision. 


"I imagine we are different, 


being able to say when a job 
has been done and when it 
ought to go," the 54-year-old 
Lutheran pastor said in an in- 
terview. 


"We have plenty of funds, 


plenty of backing from the city 
and county, but we just don't 
get any rumors any more," he 
added. 


The center was set up in 1968 


when the city was plagued with 
racial unrest, student troubles 
and unemployment. 


At its peak the center han- 


dled upwards of 40Q calls a day 
from the worried public. 


"Now 
we're down to only 


about six a day," the Rev. Mr. 
Jensei) said. "And they only 
amount to somebody asking if 
it was true that a baby was 
baked in an oven because the 
babysitter was out. We don't 
feel that this is the kind of 
service the city ought to pro- 
vide." 


Why the decline ;n calls? 
"Tensions are very much re- 


duced now," the Rev. Mr. Jen- 
sen explained. 


"There is no longer that air 


of crisis like back in 1968 and 
1969. Since then the public has 
more access to the police, to 
public agencies and even to 
schools which conduct rumor 
clinics." 


The center spent about $15,- 


000 a year with a full-time staff 
of four. Volunteers often helped 
out, as well. 


"We did the job that needed 


doing at the tune," the pastor 
said.
